Resolution of Protest 

(continued from page one) 


In the same period of time 424 persons 
were sentenced for a total of 964 years of i 
prison solely for political reasons. Beating 
and torturing of political prisoners in Po¬ 
land became a common daily occurence 
whereby very often entirely innocent per¬ 
sons are tortured in the prisons in a Mid¬ 
dle-age manner. As an example of this 
serves the fact that on the 18th of October 
last an Ukrainian named Vladimir Baran, 
whom they kept for 15 months in prison 
and tortured him on several occasions to 
obtain confession, was tried by a court at 
Lomza and during the trial it was found 
that he was not the same person for whom 
the police and the crown prosecutor took 
him. 

On the 11th of November last they tried 
at Lemberg 11 Ukrainian Hutsul-peasants, 
who were kept and tormented for a long 
time in prisons of Kolomea and Lemberg, 
and at the trial it came out again that six 
of them were entirely innocent as they did 
not belong even to any political organiza- 

But the top of all this oppression is a re¬ 
cent happening in Tarnopol, Eastern Ga¬ 
licia, where on the 8th of November last, 
the Polish ruling class court sentenced to 
death by hanging Ukrainian peasant Aly- 
chailo Bilyj. His only transgression -— 
that they found two Communist books 
his premises! 

Whep this is being written the Polish 
court in Vladimir Volinsky is trying 151 
Ukrainian peasants and intellectuals who 
were kept for a long time in prison. It 
came to this in Poland that even peasant 
and workers deputies to the Polish Diet are 
being beaten by the police at their i 
ings till they bled. As per Associated 1 
despatch of the 10th of December, last two 
peasant deputies ofthe Diet threw in the 
Diet at the vice-president (acting premier) 
Bartel their own blood stained shirts in 
which they were attacked by the police. 

The Polish szlachta is not content with 
the physical destruction of innocent people 
whose only guilt is that they belong to the 
Ukrainian working class but it wants to 
exterminate the whole Ukrainian nation 
beginning with the destruction of its cul¬ 
ture. 

In the years 1911—1912, when Galicia 
was under Austria, there were in that un¬ 
fortunate land 2,812 Ukrainian schools but 
today only 867 are left and even these arc 
Ukrainian on paper only as in all those 
schools Polish teachers ignorant of Ukrain¬ 
ian language give instruction therein to 


Ukrainian children, all Ukrainian teachers 
having been driven away! 

The Poles who make only 12 per cent of 
all the inhabitants in Eastern Galicia, pos¬ 
sess 2,347 schools of distinctly Polish char¬ 
acter and 1,355 schools of so called ut.a- 
quist (bilingual) character, which schools 
to all purposes are in fact also Polish. Con¬ 
trary to this 74 per cent of Ukrainians 
have none at all! This shows that kind of 
terrible oppression and unheard of robbery 
of educatiohaTand nfiguistic “rights of Uk¬ 
rainian people is conducted and practiced 
by Polish szlachta on purely ethnographic 
Ukrainian territories! 

Just recently dictator PUsudslci issued a 
decree on the ground of which any disti i 
prefect (starosta) or any other heeler of 
Polish dominating class can arrest ant 
any editor or publisher of any newspaper 
or publication with fine or prison term 
without any trial whatsoever. 

—In-view of all this persecution and op¬ 
pression we do express our most emphatic 
and categoric potest before all the world. 

We demand immediate liberation of My- 
chailo Bilyj sentenced to death in Tarn- 

)Ql. 

We demand ceasing of the policy of ex¬ 
termination towards the working masses 
by means of suppression of Ukrainian 
schools and language in purely ethnograp¬ 
hic Ukrainian territories. 

We appeal to all intelligent Canadian 
citizens to join us in this just and righteous 
protest. 

We call the attention of the Canadian 
Government in Ottawa to take this impor¬ 
tant matter up with Polish authorities 
through diplomatic channels and to de¬ 
mand the cessation of the oppression of the 
Ukrainian toiling masses of Eastern Ga¬ 
licia, we, their numerous relatives living 
in Canada being Canadian citizens. 

We also call the attention of the Gov¬ 
ernment of U.S.S.R. to the fact of break¬ 
ing by the Polish szlachta of article VII 
of the Riga treaty and request that Gov¬ 
ernment once more to take up this mat¬ 
ter with Poland on behalf of our perse¬ 
cuted and oppressed brothers and sisters j 
living in Western Ukrainian territories. 

But foremost of all we demand: Liber¬ 
ate the innocent Mychailo Bilyj senten- 
death In Tarnopol! Give full ai 
nesty to all political prisoners!
